A state Department of Health 
technician today was taking air 
samples af the courthouse to de­ 
termine whether a bug light is 
bugging the employes. 
The basement light burns only 
at night and evaporates crystals 
which provide vapor that is sup­ 
posed to keep the courthouse free 
of bugs. Several employes have 
argued that the debugging at­ 
mosphere is causing them to itch 
or aggravates sinus difficulties. 
As a result the technician, armed 
with a mechanical device to take 
air samples in the various offices, 
this morning toured the court­ 
house to see whether the bug 
eliminating vapor might be around 
in too large quantities during the 
day. 


Although the first day of spring 
is two weeks away, weekend tem­ 
peratures 
gave 
promise 
that 
balmy weather is in the offing 
and Old Man Winter has thrown 
the worst of his wintry blasts for 
this season. 
The high reading here on Sun­ 
day was 71 degrees, the warmest 
day in Gettysburg since last Oc­ 
tober 19 when the high was 82 
degrees. In the interval of nearly 
five months, Gettysburg and Ad­ 
ams County went through one of 
the snowiest and coldest winters 
on record here. The low in De­ 
cember was 9 below zero and in 
January and February the mer­ 
cury sank to 7 below zero. 
That same span of nearly five 
months saw Gettysburg get a 
near-record 61.7 inches of snow, 
a total exceeded only by the rec­ 
ord-smashing winter of 1917-18. 
That old record came within 1.1 
inches of being tied this winter. 
Youngsters 
playing 
baseball, 
shooting marbles or flying their 
first kites of the season over the 
weekend were another good omen 
that winter has come and the 
worst of it has gone and spring 
cannot be far behind. 
Sunday was the warmest March 
5 here in five years, Gettysburg 
Times weather records show.

Opposition to the “apple tax”

“A five-member board would 
boss the farmers around on the 
marketing of their apples ” the 
legislator from the apple county 
said.

(Continued From Poy* I) 
and other printed material to an 
Instructional Materials Center" 
providing a variety of material, 
both book and audio-visual, for 
use by teachers and students as 
individuals and in groups.” They 
also held “it is the responsibility 
of the school library to anticipate 
curriculum changes.” 
IMPORTANCE OF ART 
Art teachers agreed that art 
should be mandatory in the Sev­ 
enth and Eighth Grades and be 
made elective thereafter. They 
added “Students should be allowed 
to enroll even though they may 
ack aptitude. Art should not be 
relegated to co-curricular status. 
It has meaning in the total growth 
of the student. 
The reading teachers observed 
that “an uneasy feeling has been 
given in the area of reading to 
many 
parents, 
teachers 
and 
pupils, 
despite 
the strides 
in 
improvement 
that 
have 
been 
made. Certainly this phase of the 
public school program is on the 
upgrade.” 
English teachers suggested 
student secretary assigned to each 
English teacher to relieve her of 
some burdensome tasks.”

Social science teachers urged 
among other things that they 
strive to develop in the student 
a sense of continuity in history” 
and encourage more able students 
to do research.

NEW USES FOR 
MICROWAVES 
OPENING FAST 


By SAM DAWSON 
AP Business News Analyst 
NEW YORK (AP) - Bouncing 
phone calls off space balloons, 
throwing a railroad switch miles 
away, or beaming data between 
computers far apart is done with 
tiny radio waves. 
These and many other uses (rf 
microwaves are opening up fast 
now for ail kinds of private busi­ 
ness. A race is on among elec­ 
tronic equipment makers for the 
growing market. 
The 
microwave 
industry 
al­ 
ready had been booming while 
sales were mostly limited to gov­ 
ernment defense and space proj­ 
ects and to the communications 
industry. 
GIVEN GO-AHEAD 
Equipment makers say annual 
sales are around $2 billion and 
just hitting their stride in the 
earthbound phase of the busi­ 
ness. Space balloons or satellites 
could increase microwave usage 
and range many fold, both for 
public or private communication. 
Private business got a go-ahead 
signal last fall when the Federal 
Communications Commission re­ 
laxed licensing of microwave sys­ 
tems. 
“Microwaves will 
grow along 
with communication, automation, 
computers and central data proc­ 
essing,” 
says 
Henry Feldman, 
head of FXR Inc., which began 
turning out equipment and test­ 
ing instruments in 1944 in Wood­ 
side, N. Y. It expanded its plant 
in 1959 and again in 1960 and now 
is doubling its present size. 
GROWING FACTOR 
“ Microwaves 
are 
a growing 
factor in those twins of modern 
business, communication and con­ 
trol, whether reporting a hotbox 
on a rail car or turning a valve 
in an oil refinery,” he adds. His 
firm specializes in precision de­ 
vices to tell 
just what micro­ 
waves ace doing as they vibrate 
a billion times a second. 
In the field of space both Amer­ 
ican Telephone & Telegraph and 
Radio Corporation of America are 
offering their own projects to the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration. 
These involve either a string of 
satellites to be used in turn by 
ground stations as they pass by, 
or a few that are stationary in 
the sense of orbiting at the same 
speed at which the earth moves 
At present the balloon Echo I is 
being used for transcontinental 
conversations. 
On the earth about 30 per cent 
of cross country phone calls al­ 
ready travel by microwave re 
peaters. 
VERY NARROW BEAM 
And Western Union is putting 
millions of dollars into a system 
of reflector towers that can carry 
2 4 million words a minute in ei 
ther direction. 
Hie microwave, on frequencies 
of 
1,000 to 20.000 megacycles 
takes a very narrow beam that 
can be aimed precisely at amal 
targets. Speech is imposed upon 
“carrier” waves flashed like light 
from one reflector tower to the 
next. 
At their destination the 
beams 
are 
reconverted 
into 
speech. Thousands of microwave 
messages can be carried hi the 
space allotted to an ordinary ra­ 
dio channel. 
MAY BE ECONOMICAL 
Private businesses 
using 
the 
system are railroads, pipelines 
utilities, 
turnpikes 
(for 
traffic 
control), TV stations, truck lines 
orange growers, paper producers 
airports and missile makers. 
By opening blocks of new mi 
crowave frequencies to private 
users, the FCC is in effect offer 
ing business firms the chance to 
set up their own private lines in 
the sky. But this is more eco­ 
nomical 
than 
leased telephone 
lines only if they have enough 
usage to equal five or more such 
voice channels.

Larendon, who died Dec. 7, had 
willed Dalton his entire $600,000 
estate. Police said Dalton, the el­ 
derly man’s secretary-companion 
since 1949. fatally beat Larendon 
in their $100,000 home in suburban 
La Jolla Nov 20, 1960. 
BLAMED BURGLAR 
Dalton, 39, claimed a burglar 
must have done it. He said cloth­ 
ing and liquor were stolen. 
Under California law the same 
jury, seven women and five men, 
will now decree the penalty. It 
could send him to the San Quen­ 
tin Prison gas chamber. 
Dalton and his employer moved 
to La Jolla from New York in 
1957. Dalton, tall and slender, 
with graying blond hair, testified 
he awoke about 7 p.m. Nov. 20 
and found Larendon “in a bloody 
mess sitting in his chair.” 
Larendon had a fractured ankle 
and 
was 
blood-spattered 
from 
bead and face wounds. Hie cor­ 
oner’s pathologist testified at the 
trial that he died of a brain 
hemorrhage 
resulting 
from 
a 
head blow. Police say he appar 
ently never realized what had 
happened to him.

PITTSBURGH (AP) — John J. 
Karte, a giant in Pittsburgh area 
politics for more than 29 years, 
is dead. 
The 70-y e a r-old former Alle­ 
gheny County commissioner and 
one-time member of the State Leg­ 
islator passed away Sunday at a 
nursing home in New Brighton, 
about 35 miles west of Pittsburgh. 
The cause of his death was 
listed as a cerebral thrombosis 
stemming 
from 
Parkinson’s 
disease. 
Kane spent 24 years as a mem­ 
ber of the county’s board of com­ 
missioners before ill health forced 
him to step out of the political 
scene last year. 


TURNED OFFERS DOWN 
Often during his tenure he was 
urged by his friends in the Demo­ 
cratic party to run for governor 
of Pennsylvania, mayor of Pitts­ 
burgh or U.S. senator. 
But he always turned them 
down, claiming the the work of a 
county commissioner was what he 
loved best. 
Kane crashed the national poli 
tical scene in 1944 as one of the 
first to back Harry S. Truman foi 
the vice - presidency. Despite vi­ 
cious opposition, Kane maintained 
Truman should replace Henry 
Wallace as running mate with 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
Kane made the seconding speech 
for Truman at the 1944 Democra­ 
tic convention. 
AGAIN SUPPORTED TRUMAN 
He also threw his support be­ 
hind Truman In 1948 when Tru 
man made a successful bid for 
the presidency. Later he turned 
down an offer to serve in Tru 
man’s cabinet. 
The year 1931 marked the begin 
ning of Kane’s political career. 
He was elected that year to a two- 
year term in the State Legislature 
In 1933, he was named to Pitts­ 
burgh’s city council and t h r e e 
years later he started his long 
regime on the board of commis 
sioners — most of the time as 
commission chairman. 
A solemn high mass of requiem 
will be sung Wednesday for the 
Pittsburgh native at the St. Pius 
X Roman Catholic Church in near 
by Brookline.

The plane was assigned to the 
431st Air Refueling Squadron at 
Biggs and was based there as a 
tenant craft attached to the Tac­ 
tical Air Command. The KB50 is 
a modification of the B29 of 
World War II fame. It is used for 
refueling of jet fighters attached 
to the TAC.
